Slight Amendments Made by 
House Committees. 


TO BE HELD “AT” ST. LOUIS. 


BOARD OF MANAGERS REDUCED, 


IN NUMBER. 


The Amount. of Appropriation Dis- 
cussed, but Action on That Feat- 
ure Will Be Taken 
Friday. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The 
NV orld's Fair committee of the House, whicn 
has uncer consideration the St. 
World’s Fair bill, appropriating $5,000,000 
for the centennial aniversary of the Louisi- 
ana Purchase, held a two-hours’ session 
this forenoon. 

They considered the Lane bill section by 
section, and several important changes were 
made, although the section carrying- the 
$5,000,000 appropriation was not reached. 

To-morrow the committee will meet again 
and the report will doubtless be ordered at 
this session. 

Among the changes made to-day was the 
Substitution of the word “at’’ for “in” in 
the section providing that the Fair shall be 
held in the city of St.. Louis. As amended 
the clause provides that the Fair shall be 
held “at’’ the city of St. Louis. 

is change was made in order that the 
executive management of the Fair may not 
‘ibe hampered by the city limits. The Fair 
therefore may be held in grounds extending 
beyond the present municipal limits. An- 
other important change made by the cam- 
snittee’ was in reducing the Board of 
World's Fair Commissioners. 

The bill provides there should be two com- 
misioners from each state and territory in 
the Union and eight commissioners at large 
consisting of the World's Fair Board “of | 
Management. 

This was changed to read 
Bioner from each state and 
five commissioners at large. 

The number of commissioners was 
duced because the committee thought that 
the larger number might cause trouble and 
inconvenience. A proposition to provide for 
a board of appeals, to be composed of the 
five commissioners at large, was discussed, 
but was not acted on at the session to-day. 
It will be passed upon to-morrow. 

The committee also discussed at 
the various sections providing for the issue 
of bonds by the exposition management, but | 
final action on these was also postponed 
until to-morrow. While no action was taken 
on the section appropriating the $5,000,000

Chicago Homeopaths Conclude Not 
Over One Woman in 100 Is Phy- 
ically Fitted to Rear Children.

CHICAGO, May 10.—The Illinois Homeo- 
pathic Medical Association 'says American 
women are physically untitted to be moth- 
ers.

Kroonstad is the most important strateg- 
ic position between Bloemfontein and Pre- 
toria. It commands the direct railway to 
Pretoria and also a loop line through Pot- 
chefstroom to Johannesburg. It is the key 
to the Transvaal and is the natural store- 
house of supplies for an army crossing the 
Vaal River by either line of railway. The 
possession of this stronghold is of greater 
importance than the direct co-operation of 
Buller with Roberts’ army. It will enable 
Gens. Methuen and Hunter to co-operate 
with Gen. Roberts from the west and wii] 
§:ve direction to turning movements i: the 
level reaches of the Transvaal toward Jo- 
hannesburg and Pretoria. The Boers may 
be expected to make a stubborn resistance 
there. The town is on the Valsch Rivey, 
which is a sluggish stream, usually fordable 
at many points, near Kroonstad, 


Gen. Hutton’s mounted infantry brigade, 
including the Canadians, with a part of 
Gen. French’s cavalry, crossed the Zand 
River on Tuesday and began to work its 
way cautiously along the railway north- 
ward in the track of the retiring Boers. 
About 8000 horsemen were probably en- 
gaged in this advance. 7en. Hutton, be- 
fore he was joined by a part of Gen. 
French's foree, had a sharp fight. This was 
on Monday when he reached the river and 
saw the Boer convoys on the cther side and 
pressed forward, intending toa cross 
Capture them. 

The _ Boers, however, opened 
from eight to ten guns, forded the river 
ebove and below. seemingly in thousands, 
and sought to envelop the British. Gen. 
Hutton fell tack Several miles, the Boers 
fcllowing, until other Er'tish cavalry re- 
enforced Hutton. During the night the 


Boers retreated, not further contesting the 
crcssing.

The Transveal Volksraad adopted resolu- 
tions on Tuesday expressing indignation at 
the British for rot conducting the war ina 
civilized ranner, for killing wounded Boers 
with lances, for using armed Kaffirs under 
British cfficers and for ill-treating prison- 
ers. 

President Kruger, after his formal speeoh 
on Monday, said the British were prepared 
for war in 149, as documents which the 
burghers had captured showed, but that the 
Transvaal, to avoid bloodshed. provided a 
seven years’ franchise and then a five 
years’ franchise. 

“Great Britain still demanded,” he de- 
clared,. “and the republic at iength accep*- 
ed the challenge. Even should the British 
enter the Transvaal and take Pretoria, the 
Beers will remain a free people. Our trust 
is in God, and we may be confident that 
he will defeat the most powerful generals.”’ 

Adelbert Hay, United States consul at 
Pretoria, was present when this speech was 
delivered.

Spring avenue, to the City Hall. Piloted by 
its regular driver, it appears in front of the 
Hermann home at 8 o'clock every morning 
now. Before reaching there, it is boarded 
by Edward E. Wall. one of Mr» Hermann's 
engineers, Who resides at 454) St. Ferdinand 
avenue and after leaving there it stops at 
3743 West Pine boulevard for City Auditor 
Mason and again at 3203 Pine street for As- 
sistant Sewer Commiss‘oner Wilson Wise.

The man who formerly 
listened meekly to the sarcastic comments 
of his urban friend now smiles broadly 
whenever he sees the aforesaid friend, and 
makes divers and sundry caustic observa- 
tions on the latter’s poor taste in riding in 
drays, milk wagons and various other con- 
veyances not indorsed by fashionable 


elety. 

And mav well afford to 
boast. Pacific, Frisco, Wa- 
bash, Burlington and Ter- 
minal roids have all revised their subur- 
ban schedules and are aftording out-of- 
town patrons excellent accommodations. 
Local paesenger traffic about Union Sta- 
tion has undergone a tremendous boom. In 
the morning and evening the Midway is 
jammed and every outgoing suburban train 
is packed. 

But the travelers, it may be worth men- 
tioning, are not all suburbanites. Men and 
women take these trains who live near the 
western city limits, in Carondelet and in 
North St. Louis. .

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RESTORE PEACE AND PROSPEROUS ACTIVITY. 

In New Zealatid, where no strike or lockout has occurred 
for five years, the law provides for the adjudication of dis- 
putes between employers and employes in the courts. 

Missouri has no law providing for the settlement of labor 
disputes in court. But the principle of arbitration is recog- 
nized in the Missouri statutes. 

Article Il., chapter 121 of the Revised Statutes authorizes 
and enjoins the Commissioner of Labor Statistics and In- 
spection to seek to mediate between parties to a dispute. It 
also provides for the organization of a board of arbitration, 
with power to summon witnesses, to hear the matter in dis- 
pute, and to render a decision which shall be published. 
This proceeding toward mediation in labor disputes is at 
the discretion of the Labor Commissioner and is of no effect 
unless accepted by the parties to the controversy, except as 
a means of informing the public concerning the merits of 
the dispute. But it is a clear recognition of the soundness 
of the principle of arbitration and of the wisdom of inyoking 
it in labor disputes. 

Arbitration, u reasonable and equitable adjustment of dif- 
ferences between employers and employes, is the method of 
civilization; it is the humane method; it embodies the high- 
est wisdom in the adjustment of all social and industrial dif- 
ficulties. It averts disastrous disturbances and protects the 
community from the calamitous effects of industrial warfare. 

Regardless of the merits of the dispute between the St. 
Louis Transit Co. and its employes, it is clear from explana- 
tions made subsequent to the making of the original issue, 
that a satisfactory conclusion could be reached by a board 
of fair-minded men, which would secure the rights and in- 
terests of all concerned. 

This is a consummation devoutly to be wished. It would 
at once restore peace, order and the usual activities of the 
people. It would avert all possibility of disorder and dis- 
turbance. The moral influence of the people of St. Louis 
should be directed towards a peaceable and equitable ad- 
justment of the present difficulty. 

The effort should take immediate practical shape by the 
formation of a committee for the purpose of bringing the 
two parties together. 

Let the street car traffic be resumed and business restored 
to its usual activities. Arbitrate—Settle the strike. 
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The strap passenger in a street railway suspension consoles 
himself with the thought that walking is not so much 
worse than standing up. 
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MOUSETRAPS AND POEMS. 


The story of the first typewriter girl in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch is a reminder that most of what are called modern 
conveniences are the product of this generation and scarcely 
any go back more than 60 years. 

The beginnings of the railroad and telegraph are within the 
memory of men yet living, while the telephone, phonograph 
and typewriter date back only 25 years. 

It would be interesting to learn just why human genius has, 
in this age, gone so largely into mechanic invention. In the 
time of Pericles almost the entire vital force of the Athenian 
people went inio art in some form. But there is no evidence 
that even the wisest of that day had any glimpse of mechanic 
laws. In the Elizabethan age literature and geographical dis- 
covery absorbed the best minds, but there was no special ad- 
vance in other respects. The spirit of man grew amazingly, 
but did not apply itself to comfort or convenience. 

In the present age it is more important to invent a good 
mousetrap than to write an incomparable poem. That is, 
there is more money in it, and moreover there is greater de- 
mand for it. 

But why is it that Yankee notions are more in demand now 
than in former ages, and why don’t we write poems as well as 
make mousetraps. Is it the law that an age can only produce 
one thing?

If All Tales Are True Neeley Made 


Riches in Short Order. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch 

MUNCIB, Ind., May 0.—C. W. F. Neely 
has returned to his home in this city. 

When Neely was appointed to his place in 
Cuba it was the general opinion that he 
was without money. 

Theatrical speculations are said to have 
caused the loss of all his money. A story 
is told @f a package which Neely ts al- 
leged to have sent from Havana to Muncie 
last August. The package arrived here, ad- 
dressed to a friend of Neely’s, and the 
letter followed, telling him to see that the 
package was placed In a safe deposit vault. 

A few weeks later Neely arrived in Mun- 
cle. He invited his friend to see him open 
the package. Neely tore off the wrap- 
pings, according to the report, and exposed 
to the astonished gaze of the men, $15,000. 

When Neely left Muncie it was certain he 
did not have that amount, and he had not 
been in Cuba long enough to draw in salary 
a sum at all approaching such a figure. 

“Where did you get that?’ his friend 
asked in astonishment. 

_“O, money is easy for us all in Cuba,” 
Neely is said to have responded, cheerfully. 

Neely’s career has been of & sort gen- 
erally described as meteoric. A few years 
ago he was a country school teacher in 
this courty. He came to town and went 
to work as a reporter and later was the 
owner of the paper. 

A boom struck Munecie,and with thegrowth 
of the city, Neely’s newspaper property be- 
came more valuable. He was not content 
with the earnings of his newspaper and 
printing business. He thought he saw 
quick profits ahead in the theatrical busl- 
ness and plunged as backer of “Merry 
World’? Company, a show which claimed 
Muncie for a home. The “Merry World” 
Company was hungry. It ate money. Fi- 
nally Neely mortgaged his plant and was 
forced to sell, leaving him with scarcely 
any profit. 

It was the political influence of Perry 8. 
Heath which caused Neely to secure his 
present position. Neely and Perry Heath 
were both reporters on the News years 
ago, and when three years ago c itors 
were pusing their claims against the News, 
Neely received financial aid from the 
Heaths. The paper has since been sold to 
“letcher Heath 6f New York and Cy. Heath 
of Muncie, brothers of Perry. 

The cash bond of $20,000 put up by Neely 
in New York was furnished by Perry 
Heath's bank in New York (the Seventh 
National) at the request of the Union Na- 


tional of this city in which the Heaths 
are largely interested. 
Friday night a cablegram from Maj.

UNFORTUNATE IN HIS FRIENDS. 


Appointees Brought Scandal to Ohio 
When McKinley Was Governor. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBUS, O., May 10.—MeKinley’s ade 
ministration as governor of Ohlo waa char- 
acterized by more ecandals than that of any 
other governor in the past thirty years, 
His poor business qualities were shown at 


the close, when the failure of Chauncey N, 
Walker of Youngstown brought out that 
he was on Walker's paper for over $100,000. 

For state inspector of shops and factories 
McKinley appointed Z McDonald of 
Akron. In a short time McDonald wea 
found to be systematically defrauding the 
state by ralsing salary and expense vouch- 
ers. An investigation showed fhat he had 
taken $0000. He paid that amount over to 
McKinley, as he afterward claimed, on cone 
dition that he be retained in office and be 
not prosecuted. MeKiney removed him 
but he was never tried. McDonald adinitted 
that he had destroyed the records. 

MeKinley’s choice for adjutant-general 

was KE. J. Pocock. His conduct of the office 
brought such a scanda! upon McKinley's 
administration in conection with the official 
visit of the governor to the World's Fair 
that his resignation was called for. The 
state prison administration under Gov, Mc- 
Kinley was most disgraceful. The Rev. J. 
H. Triffit was apponted chaplain at Me- 
Kinley’s special request. He was forced to 
resign in two monthe because of serious 
charges against him. 
His successor, the Rev. W. R, Dudley, 
resigned, pending charges of having taken 
money from letters of convicis intrusted 
to his care.

Little Rest for Them Since the 
Strike Began. 


ee 


ON ALMOST INCESSANT DUTY. 


HOURS AS LONG AS THE MEN CAN 
STAND THEM. 


In Spite of This, the Police Officers 
and Patrolmen Alike Are Doing 
Their Duty Cheerfully and 
Wiht Determination. 


The entire metropolitan police department 
of St. Louis has been almost reorgan‘zed 
since the street railway strike begun. Hours 
of duty have been changed and all the force 
has practically done both day and night 
duty ever since the strike was jnaugurated., 

Within ten minutes after notice is given 
now, every policeman in the city can be 
placed on duty. Many of the men have 
been on duty ever since Tuesday morning, 
when the trouble first began, with scarcely 
any rest. The police officials realize that 
the strength of the men cannot Jast under 
this continued strain, but they can see no 
way of obtaining relief until the troubles 
between the railway men and their em- 
ployes are adjusted. 

When the strike began the night platoon 


of police was on duty. The regulations 
prescribed that these men shall be relieved 
at 11 o’clock every day. But regulations 
were swept away by the exigencies of the 
occasion. Then men on duty were in- 
formed that they would remain until they 
were relieved. Messengers were dispatched 
to the homes of the police comprising the 
day platoon and most of these were on 
duty hours before 11 o’clock, their regular 
time to report. The night platoon, though 
having -worked for 12 consecutive hours 
when the call for the second platoon was 
issued, remained on duty right straight 
through, 

‘The day men who went on duty at va- 
rious hours Tuesday remained at their posts 
until 11 o’clock that night. Then, realizing 
that the strength of the officers must be 
preserved, Chief Campbell ordered them to 
the'r homes, with instructions to report for 
duty at 6 o’clock every morning until] fur- 
ther orders were issued. 

Thus it will be seen that many of the pa- 
trolmen have practically been on duty 
nearly ever since the trouble opened, with 
only a few hours’ rest. 

This new order practically makes the 
hours of the police incessant. They report 
at early morning and remain on duty un- 
til all trouble in all parts of the city is at 
an end. This may be early or late. Then 
such patrolmen ag the officers in charge 
may think most need rest are relieved 
for a few hours. 

These hard hours are not alone for the 
patrolmen. The captains and lieutenants 
report for duty at the same hour and re- 
main on duty constantly. Chief Campbell 
and Assistant Chief Pickel work the same 
hours as the others. Chief Campbell is in 
charge at the Four Courts during the day 
and Inspector Edward J. Lally is in charge 
at night. 

Chief Campbell is proud of the. manner : 
in which his men have faced the emergen- 
cy. Notwithstanding the great strain to 
which they have been subjected they have 
made no complaints. They ‘have gone about 
their duty with the cheerfulness. that 
marks a good soldier. Only one case of dis- 
Obedience has come under the observation 
of the officers and that was promptly 
dealt with. 

Cots were delivered at the Four Courts 
and to all of the police stations Wednes- 
day for the use of the reserve men that 
have been on constant duty since’ the 
strike began. Outside of the reserve that 
caution demands be left at the station 
for emergency duty, every policeman in 
the city was still on duty Thursday morn- 
ing and will remain so long as strength 
lasts. So far not a single patrolman has 
given way beneath the sfrain, though tne 
test to which they have been subject has 
told on them and many eyes have lost 
their natural luster and the step is not so 
elastic as it was formerly. But the men 
go about their duty with a determination 
and a doggedness that cannot but com- 
mand admiration.

SIXTY-FIVE MEN LEAVE ST. 
LOUIS FOR SOUTH AFRICA. 


ARE IN CHARGE OF HORSES. 


They Have Free Passage Back Again, 
but Few Are Expected to 
Return. 


A party cf & men left Union Station 
Thurgday for New Orleans from whence 
they will sail Saturday on the Cunard 
Steamship ‘“‘Corinthia”’ for Cape Town, South 
Africa. ‘They will attend to a cargo of 1600 
horses, which the ‘*Corinthia’” will take for 
the use of the British army. 

The men were engaged by Charles Hagen 
of the shipping firm of Hagen & Johnson 
of New Orleans, whoa was in St. Louis two 
weeks on the mission. The majority of 
the members of the party are resiklents 


of St. Louis: The others come from the 
surrounding towns. All are experienced in 
the care of horses. 

‘The ‘“Corinthia’ will sail Saturday and 
will be 2% days an the road if she has good 
luck,’’ said Mr. Hagen. “These men will 
receive their bedding and food for the trip 
and $15 as wages. The latter will be paid 
them as soon as the cargo is discharged at 
Cape Town. The ‘Corinthia’ will sail on the 
return trip within a week after she unloads, 
and these men will all have the privilege of 
returning on her free. Of course, we only 
undertake to give them transportation back 
ta New Orleans and do not agree to stand 
good for a passage through to St. Louis. 

“But prokably all of them will remain 
in South Africa. At least, I think they are 
going with that intention. There is not a 
man in the party that has not been out of 
work for several months and all have wel- 
cosned the opportunity to go to a new coun- 
try where there is hope of employment. 
There is plenty ~f work at good wages 
there, and they will all find plenty to do if 
they desire to remain. 

“Since the war began I have shipped 25,000 
horses and mules from New Orleans to the 
British army in the Transvaal. More than 
two thousand inen have been required to 
attend the horses at various times on the 
trip, and I balieve that of that number 
not 100 have returned. The others have 
found profitable employment there. These 
shipments offer good opportunity for for- 
tune seekers to go without cost to a new 
land. Indeed, so small is the remuneration 
from us far. the trip that we are compelled 
to draw our men from that class. Both 
they and we profit by this arrangement. 

‘Since I have been in St. Louis it has 
been reported that I was realiy taking these 
men to South Africa to cons@gipt them into 
the British army. That cou not be true. 
There is not an Enelishman or a man born 
in the jurisdiction of the Kinetiom of Great 
BritaJn in the party and England has only 
British soldiers.”’
